Many Workmen Escape by 
Leaping as Wall Be- 
gins to Collapse.

PHILADELPHIA, July 10.—Six work- 
men are believed to have been killed by 
the collapse of the Bridgman Brothers’ 
Building, on Washington avenue below 
Fifteenth street, this afternoon. 

One body, that of John Marshall, has 
been taken from the debris and at least 
five others are in the ruins. 

At the time of the collapse about 
twenty-five men were at work on the 
structure. | 

The building was a reinforced con- 
crete structure and when the east wall 
began to crumble, many of the work- 
men jumped and escaped. 

A number of others were carried down 
beneath the hundreds of tons of con- 
crete, and, if they were not instantly 
killed, it is believed they cannot sur- 
‘vive their injuries until rescuers reach 
them. 

Scores of men are at work endeavor- 
ing to reach the unfortunate workmen, 
but the work of rescue is necessarily 
slow because of the immense weight of 
the debris which must be removed. 

Concrete and huge girders are piled 
as high as the second story of the struc- 
ture. 

Bridgman Brothers are manufacturers 
of steamfitters’ supplies and were con- 
structing an addition to their factory.

The slots in which the nickels are 
played are at the tops of the machines. 
This is too high for many of the small- 
er children to reach, but mothers and 
friends held the little ones up in many 
cases that they might contribute their 
nickels to the coffers of the machine 
owners. 

There was one accommodating man, 
short, stocky and of sandy complexion, 
who took much interest in the ma- 
chines. He walked from one to ithe 
other, giving children and women ad- 
vice as to the most lucky number.

Petition Says Illegal Combina- 
tion Was Effected 17 
Years Ago. 











(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, July 10.—The Govern- 
ment today filed in the United States 
Circuit Court in this city a petition 
@gainst the American Tobacco Co., the 
Imperial Tobacco Co., the British-Amer- 
fean Tobacco Co., the American Snuff 
Co., the American Cigar Co., the United 
Cigar Stores Co., the American Stogie 
Co., the MacAndrews & Fortes Co., the 
Conley-Foil Co., and 5 other corpora- 
tions and 29 individuals connected with 
the named companie:. 

These corporations and individuals 
constitute what is generally known as 
the “Tobacco Trust,” and the petition 
directed against them sets forth the pur- 
pose of the Government to dissolve this 
trust by breaking up the agreements 
under which the consolidated concerns 
are working. In showing the growth of 
‘the trust since its organization in 1890 
the conclusion is reached that at an 
early day, unless prevented, it would 
completely monopolize the entire to- 
bacco industry. 

Operate in Restraint of Trade. 

That all the defendants are engaged 
in inter-State and foreign trade ang 
©Gommerce in the tobacco and products 
Manufactured therefrom is alleged by 
the petition. It is stated that the act 
of July 2, 1890, ‘‘to protect trade and com- 
merce’ and subsequent acts have been 
violated, and the Government therefore 
geeks to prevent and restrain the unlaw- 
ful existing agreements, combinations 
and conspiracies and attempts to monop- 
Olize and break up perfected monop- 
Olies. 

The Government asks that t..e existing 
‘combinations, conspiracies and monopo- 
lies be enjoined and that each of the 
Gefendant companies be restrained froin 
holding or controlling stock in any other. 
It is asked further than the Imperial 
ffobacco Co. be enjoined from doing 
business within the jurisdiction of the 
United States until it shall cease to ob- 
gerve the terms of its agreement with 
American companies; that certain of the 
defendants be declared combinations, in 
restraint of trade and be enjoined from 
engaging in interstate and foreign trade 
and commerce, or that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of their affairs 
and administer them so as to bring 
about conditions in harmony with the 
law. 

Was Organized in 1890, 


The organization of the Tobacto 
_ Trust, according to the petition, dat:s 
from the formation of American Tobac- 
ce Co. in 1890 to acquire five competing 
cigarette manufacturers, with joint as- 
gets much less than $25,000,000 and an 
annual consumption of leaf under 15,- 
000,000 pounds. . 

The petition shows the subsequent his- 
tery, development and growth of that 
company until its total aseets now ex- 
@eeds $275,000,000 and likewise the origin 
and manipulation of scores of created, 
acquired and _ controlled corporations 
utilized as agencies to accomplish the 
general design; the progressive absorp- 
tion and elimination of competitors and 
@estruction of formidable opposition; 
and the entry by defendants into vari- 
@us departments of manufacture and 
trade, domestic and foreign, into tobac- 


oe co products with intent to monopolize. 


The allegation is made that the 
_ members of the combination have di-

ritory for unmolested exploitation. It

The operations of the monopoly, ac- 
cording to the petition, have been along 
this general plan. To acquire through 
other confederated companies the busi- 
ness of successful oponents, taking from 
owners and managers not thereafter to 
engage in the tobacco business; to drive 


petition; to deter’ any who might wish 
to engage in the trade; and, finally, 
to gain control of the agencies through 
which tobacco products were distrib- 
uted. 

It is said these’ things have been ac- 
complished by means of the increasing 
power and forces of the combination 
and by acquiring controlling interests 
in the stock of corporations thereafter 
operating’ without -competition. Many 
kinds of unfair trade methods have 
been resorted to, it is said, a favorable 
one being to cause a corporation se- 
cretly controlled to advertise itself as 
wholly independent and free from asso- 
ciation with trusts and combinations, to 
offer its goods below cost, to imitate 
competing brands, and in these ways 
to use the same for the destruction of 
real independents. 

After reciting the bitter trade war 
between American and English concerns 
the petition shows how the combina- 
tions in these countries, wearying of 
competition, in 1902, entered into writ- 
ten agreements each not to interfere 
with the other along certain. well-de- 
fined lines and together forming the 
Imperial Tobacco Co. to carry on the 
trade and commerce in other countries 
without competition The Government 
declares that this division of the world 
kas ever since been strictly obeyed and 
the three companies with their allies 
and associates have all been operated 
in hartnony. 

An interesting chapter of the petition 
is devoted to methods of distribution of 
tobacco products. The American To- 
bacco Co., in 1901, the petition states, 
secretly acquired control of the United 
Cigar Stores Co. (for a long time there- 
after denied) and through it retail to- 
bacco stores are established in the large 
cities, which, by reason of the powerful 
support and influence of ‘the combina- 
tion, have quickly secured a dominating 
position in the trade and are destroying 
competitors.

In fact the tre- 
mendous fight between the Pennsylvania 
Railroad anc the Western Union was 
due solely to the fact that we got that 
business away from the Western Union. 

“The Western Union is trying to ex- 
clude us from all depots and have just 
succeeded in excluding us from the Bir- 
mingham Union Depot and we intend to 
take the matter into the courts. 

‘“‘We are the only company that ever 
did really compete with the Western 
Union and succeed in doing so. Other 
companies have competed merely to be 
bought out and none of them ever paid 
a dividend in opposition to the Western 
Union. We are extending our system all 
the time and are taking business away 
from the Western Union. All this talk 
about the two companies working in

‘It’s a shame negroes should be quar- 
tered here. It is almost a desecration 
of a post that has been held by the 
best regiments of the army.”’ 


Even the saloon keepers in the vil- 
lage, who have heretofore made money 
from the sale of Hquor to the troops, 
are talking of going out of business if 
the negroes are sent here. Village 
eee are not anxious for their 
trade.

A grade crossing gate, said to have 
been open when it should have been 
closed, caused the injury of Ben Weis- 
man, a driver for the St. Louis Oil 
Co.

He Also Asks for Receiver for 
Brokers “for Benefit of 
Creditors.” 





The courts will have to decide wheth- 
er the Wasserman Bros. Brokerage Co. 
owes Edward Beckman or Edward 
Beckman owes the Wasserman Bros. 
Brokerage Co. Beckman alleges in two 
suits filed in the Circuit Court, that 
the company owes him an aggregate of 
$71,000. A representative of the firm 
says it is the other way. 

Beckman filed suit in the Circuit 
Court Tuesday afternoon against Rose 
Wasserman, executrix of the estate of 
Bennett Wasserman; David Wasser- 
man and others, composing the firms of 
Wasserman Brothers & Co. and the 
Wasserman Brothers Brokerage Co. 

His suit asks for an accounting of 
$57,000, alleged to have been invested 
with the firms between April 1, 196, an:l 
March 6, 1907. He also asks that 4 re- 
ceiver be appointed for the Wasserman 
Brothers Brokerage Co. for the benefit 
of creditors. 

Beckman declares in his petition that 
he has never received an accounting for 
the money invested by him, and that in 
answer to his inquiries he was told only 
that the money had been invested .in 
tnargins on stocks and bonds, and was 
a total loss. 

He charges that, to cover transactions 
involving his money, the first named 
firm dissolved and the Wasserman Bros. 
Brokerage Co. formed. For the alleged 
purpose of concealment, he charges that 
the books were juggled. 

A second suit filed by Beckman is for 
$14,000, alleged to be due from the com- 
pany for 400 shares of Rock Island 
Railroad stock alleged to have been 
deposited with the company. 

An accredited representative of the 
Wasserman Brothers Brokerage Co. 
said regarding the suit: 

“Mr. Beckman has played a game of 
heads-I-win, tails-you-lose, and at pres- 
ent his account with this corporation 
shows him to be indebted to the cor- 
poration in a considerable amount. 

‘Mr. Beckman is the one for whom a 
receiver should be appointed, not our 
firm. We can pay all our just debts. A 
reply to his allegations will be filed in 
due time.”’

SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—The union

good offices to bring about peace. The 
President responded by directing Labor 
‘Commissioner Neill to come to this city, 
‘and he is said to be on the way, but a¢ 
| President Small will depart before his 
arrival, the probability of adjustment is 
considered unlikely now. é 

The telegraphers’ chief also sent a 
telegram to H. B. Perham of St. Louis, 
president of the Order of Railway Tel- 
egraphers, asking Perham to meet and 
confer with him in Chicago. Union 
men here construe this to mean that 
; the aid of the railway telegraphers will 
‘be requested. This action followed the 
failure of a committee of the union to 
meet Assistant General Superintendent 
Miller of the Wesetrn Union, when it 
‘called on him yesterday. The official 
'declined to meet any of the men as un- 
:ion men, but consented to talk with

|ployes, if they sought reinstatement.

Wollbrinck, its former secretary, goes | 
to trial. 

Wollbrinck says that he was frozen 
out when the melon was cut and he 
asks the restoration of $5000 principal 
and interest which he paid for stock in 
the Union company and further prays 
that an additional $10,000 be awarded 
to him as a recompense for the profits | 
which he might have made had he | 
been permitted to pay for 200 shares 
of stock which he was buying on the 
instaliment plan. 

In October, 1904, Wollbrinck contract- 
ed to buy the stock for $20,0u0. _He paid 
$4000 in cash and it was agreed that 
when he should make a second pay- 
ment of $8000 the certificates were to 
be turned over to him. 

His allegation is that before he had 
a chance to make this second payment 
the company was consolidated with the 
St. Louis Stockyards Co., which paid 
nothing for the assets of the Union 
company. 

The Stockyards company was com- 
posed of majority stockholders of the 
Union company who voted to take over 
the assets of the Union company with- 
out consideration, their statement being 
that the established business and good 
will of the larger concern would more 
than compensate the Union company. 
This arrangement was satisfactory to 
all except a few minority stockholders 
of the Union company, it is said. 

The stock held by these was pur- 
chased outright before the merger. Of- 
ficials of the Union company say that 
they will make the defense that Woll- 
brinck was at no time a stockholder of 
the company and.that. he failed to car- 
ry out his contract to pay the second 
installment for the 200 shares of stock 
on which he had paid a deposit.

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HOW TO STOP EXCESSIVE AUTO- 
SPEEDING. 

The object of the Police Department in try- 

ing to catch chauffeurs who violate the law by 
exceeding the speed limit, is to protect the pub- 
lic against speeding automobiles. For this pur- 
pose the department is placing policemen on 75- 
miles-an-hour motorcycles. What protection 
will the public have against the 75-miles-an-hour 
police motorcycles? When a 75-miles-an-hour 
“motorcycle chases a 60-miles-an-hour automo- 
bile, what protection will there be for persons 
on the streets through which these machines 
rush at such tremendous speed? 
: Police Commissioner Bland does not think it 
possible to check high speeding in any other 
way than by chasing and catching the driver of 
the speeding machine. This method has been a 
farce up to date in all except the danger to the 
public. We believe there is a better method. We 
believe that if the present law does not enable 
the police to identify a speeding automobile and 
punish the driver, we should have one which will 
attain that end. Racing through the streets is 
too dangerous a pastime for even the police to 
attempt it. 

We are certain that with only $10 fines as- 
sessed against chauffeurs of wealthy automobile 
owners who pay and laugh, that speeding will not 
be checked by races between automobiles and 
motorcycles. We believe an effective way of 
checking it is to punish the man guilty of en- 
dangering life and limb, by inflicting penalties 
which will count. Penalize the violation of the 
law heavily, and penalize much more heavily the 
offense of running away from a policeman, and 
high speeding will soon stop.

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STAPEL’S GUBERNATORIAL CHARMS. 

The letter of editor Stapel of Atchison County, 
published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, giving 
the reasons why he ought to be Governor of 
Missouri, was a frank, not to say an ingenu- 
ous document. Every newspaper man sympa- 
thizes with his statement that; Missouri ought 
to elect a newspaper man Governor.

The fact that only those 
on the back seats are allowed to smoke 
is no protection for those on the front 
end, for every time the car stops the 
back draft carries the smoke through 
the entire car, and some of the smoke 
smells worse than a garbage wagon. 
Ladies, children and some men who 
have paid for a ride must endure 
the sickening odors from a few passen- 
gers or get out of the car. It is bad 
enough that some of the smokers carry 
the ‘‘aroma” with them 80 strong as to 
be unpleasant even to sit beside. There 
are many pipes carried in men’s pock- 
ets that should be cremated, and even a 
half-smoked, unlit cigar is not a sweet 
smeller. If half the people who object 
to smoking on the cars would write a 
postal to Robt. McCulloch, 360 Park 
avenue, asking that smoking be pro- 
hibited, it might have the desired effect.

lived at the village of Hudson, McLean County, 10 miles from Blooming- 
ton, which is in the State of Illinois. My father was a doctor, and being 
a country doctor did not roll in wealth any to speak of. In those days every 
one in Illinois was poor, no matter how much land he owned. However, we 
owned our farm, had four horses, five cows, a dozen pigs and a flock of hens. 

There were always vegetables in the cellar, smoked meat in the wood shed 
and pickled beef in the kitchen. At the back door was a keg of soft soap. In 
the garret where I slept, in the winter the snow drifted cheerily in through the 
cracks and covered the buffalo robes that covered me. But I didn’t lie awake 
| thinking about it—country boys who work all day begin to pound their ear as 
soon as they hit the pillow. 

I was the only boy and you know what that is in a family where there are 
four big sisters! I had to make the garden, milk the cows, bring in wood and 
churn. Of course there was a lot of fun about it all—more than I knew of at the 
time. In the winter I hunted rabbits with an old army musket and brought 
home so much bunny meat that the whole family went on a strike, and de- 
clared I should study my books more and not hunt rabbits quite sc much. 


| N winter I went to school. We used to play “‘Anteny Over,’’ with a yarn 


Y OU:see, it was about like this: I was 11 years old, going on 12. Our folks 


ball. That is, we chose sides, one gang stood on one side of the school- 

house and the other half on the other. You yelled Anteny Over and threw 
the ball over the schoolhouse. The boy that caught it yelled Anteny Over, but 
instead of throwing it, ne sneaked around the corner and soaked the first fellow 
he saw, and usually the bail was soakedin water, so when you got hit you 
knew it. Then the fellow that was hit had to go around on the other side. 
When the bell rang the side that had the most men was the winner. 

Then we played one-old-cat and three-cornered cat. Saturdays there were 
boys playing ball on the prairie back of the church all day, and if I could sneak 
away I was usually one of the ballplayers. I was a true Son of Swat. 

This brought me many scoldings, and a few mild lickings, because I neglected 
my work. 

As a ballplayer I was a bird—I used to take a piece of flat board and when 
that yarn ball came anywhere around I gave it a wallop you could have heard 
a mile. We pitched under-hand, and I could certainly do up the town on pitch- 
ing as well as crossing ’em out. I became a three-cornered-cat fiend. 

Everything that came on the first bound, I gathered in; the flies I caught in 
my hat. When my big sister played, she used to catch ’em in her apron. 

Finally, I almost forgot how to curry a horse, and the girls had to milk the 
cOws,, carry in wood and hunt for the eggs, because I was off playing ball. 

Now, one day I saw in the Weekly Pantagraph that a man calling himself 
the agent of the Children’s Aid Society of New York, was to be in Bloomington 
the next week with 25 children, and that respectable farmers and such who 
wanted to adopt children should be on hand and make their selection. 

I spelled out that item four or five times, and then carried it to my mother 
asking what it meant. And she explained to me that these children were or- 
phans, and there were people who had no children of their own, or not as 
many as they wanted, who adopted them. 

And then a great idea came to me—I needed a brother, and here was a 
chance to get one. The three brothers I once had died while very young, and 4l]- 
though I could remember them but dimly, there were three little mounds in 
the graveyard that he used to visit on Sunday afternoons that kept their mem- 
ory green. 





HEN I suggested going down to Bloomington and picking out a brother 
W for myself, my mother tried to laugh, but I saw the tears running down 
her cheeks, and then she threw her apron over her head and went out

We found a big chunk of solid rubber on the railroad, that had 
served its purpose as a car spring. Or did we work it out of the car with a 
crowbar? I really cannot say. But anyway Brudder got busy cutting out a 
solid rubber ball with his knife.

We then quit playing three-cornered cat, and Brudder showed us how to 
play baseball.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 10.—The great- 
est storm that has shaken the ranks of 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy since the organization of the or- 
der burst forth when a letter written 
by Gen. H. A. Tyler of Hickman, Ky., 
commander of Forrest’s cavalry, pre- 
ferring charges of Unionism against 
Mrs. T. J. Latham, organizer of Sarah 
Latham Chapter of Memphis, was made 
public. | 

The chapter adopted a resolution Tues- 
day afternoon in drastic terms de- 
nouncing as false the charges against 
Mrs. Latham. 

A committee of seven Confederate vet- 
erans has been appointed to investi- 
gate the matter and report as soon as 
possible. Chairman Dabney M. Scales 
states that it will be several days before 
this committee will be ready to report. 

A mass meeting of Confederate vet- 
erans of Memphis and vicinity has been 
called by the investigating committee 
for Saturday afternoon, when a pub- 
lic hearing of the charges against Mrs. 
Latham will be conducted. Gen. Tyler 
has been invited to attend. 


Attack Rumored for Years. 

Rumors of an attack upon Mrs. Lath- 
am, who has been a leading figure in 
State and national meetings of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy for sev- 
eral years, have been circulated for 
some time. 

Two years ago, when the monument 
to Gen. Nathan RB. Forrest, the great 
cavalry leader of the Confederacy, was 
unveiled at Memphis, there were re- 
ports that Gen. Tyler had entered ob- 
jections to the prominence of Mrs, 
Latham, who had - been instrumental in 
obtaining funds for the monument, 

Gen, Tyler, in hig open letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs, W. A. Collier of this 
city, states that Mrs. Latham took this 
course because of her love for notoriety 
and that neither shs nor her wealthy 





Strong Accusations,

and his wife were Union sympathizers 
during the war, when they lived at 
Dresden, Tenn., and that Latham iaiq 
the foundation of his fortune by being 
allowed to run blockades by favor of 
Federal officers. 

He alleges that when Mrs. Latham 
claims she was banished to Canada py 
Federal officers, in reality she went of 
her own choice because her Southern 
neighbors made life miserable for her.
